Section 1. LIMITATIONS OF STANDING APPROPRIATIONS —— FY4

2023-2024. Notwithstanding the standing appropriation in the5

following designated section for the fiscal year beginning July6

1, 2023, and ending June 30, 2024, the amount appropriated from7

the general fund of the state pursuant to that section for the8

expiration of the letter of credit. If the licensee is not19

able to do so, the superintendent may draw on the letter of20

credit in an amount up to the amount necessary to meet the21

licensee’s requirements to maintain permissible investments22

in accordance with section 533C.803, subsection 1. Any23

such draw shall be offset against the licensee’s outstanding24

money transmission obligations. The drawn funds shall be25

held in trust by the superintendent or the superintendent’s26

designated agent, to the extent authorized by law, as agent for27

the benefit of the purchasers and holders of the licensee’s28

outstanding money transmission obligations.29

APPROPRIATIONS, DISTRIBUTIONS, TRANSFERS, AND EXPENDITURE25

AUTHORITY. This bill limits the standing appropriations for26

FY 2023-2024 for payment of claims for nonpublic school pupil27

transportation, instructional support state aid, state aid for28

area education agencies, and payments under Code section 441.2129

relating to certain property assessment limitations. The bill30

authorizes salary adjustments to be funded as determined by the31

department of management (DOM) from unappropriated moneys in32

certain special funds.33

The bill provides that for FY 2022-2023, moneys in excess34

of the maximum balance of the Iowa economic emergency fund35
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shall not be distributed as provided in Code section 8.55(2),1

but shall instead be distributed as provided in the bill.2

Under the bill, moneys are first transferred to the general3

fund of the state in an amount equal to the difference in4

foundation property tax statewide based on 2023 Iowa Acts,5

Senate File 181, to pay foundation aid under Code chapter 2576

for FY 2023-2024. The amount that would be distributed to7

the taxpayer relief fund under current law is reduced by the8

transferred amount. The transferred amount is to be determined9

by DOM. These provisions take effect upon enactment.10

CORRECTIVE PROVISIONS. The bill makes technical corrections11

to, or as the result of, legislation enacted or considered12

during the 2023 legislative session. Certain provisions take13

effect upon enactment and apply retroactively to the effective14

date of the amended legislation.15
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
